Rev. William B. Tappan. 


Messrs. Evirors:—Agreeably to the suggestion 
of some of the friends of the late Rev. William B. 
‘Tappan, | present you for publication a sketch of the 
life, character and peaceful death of one whose de- 
parture is felt to be a public bereavement, and who, 
at the time of his decease, was one of my parish- 


Hers. ‘ 
William Bingham Tappan was boro in Beverly, in 
1795. He was the son of pious parents, and was 
consecrated to God by baptism in bis infancy. His 
father was Mr. Samuel Tappan, a teacher, who died 
when William was twelve years of age. After his 
father’s death he was apprenticed to a clock maker 
in the vieinity of Boston, where he remained tll the 
age of twenty. All the schooling he ever had was 
previous to his father’s death, except six months, 
which he obtained after his freedom. During bis

pastors and 
, and generally left \ strong and delightful 
impression ; and it is believed that no measure ever 
adopted by the American Sunday School Union, has 
done more to advance their cause in New England. 
But they were exhausting labours, which wore upon 
his feeble frame, and doubtless contributed not a little 
to shorten his days; for they deprived him of his 
day of rest, the other six days being devoted to the 
success of the Depository. But when bis friends re- 
monstrated, he would reply “Wo is me, if I preach 
not the Gospel.” In addition to these labours, be 
visited ecclesiastical bodies in various parts of New 
England, and presented before them the cause to 
which he was devoted. And every where he won 
the affections and cenfidence of those with whom he 
bad intercourse. He was importuned to settle in the 
ministry, but his devotion to the cause of Sabbath 
schools, led him to decline. 
He had resided in Grantville about a year ; and we 
have felt, especially for the last few months, that be 
was ripening for heaven. ‘Though not often present 
on the Sabbath; and but seldom, owing to feeble 





hip, he 

influences and exposed fo great temptations. But 
he attributed his preservation to his mother’s prayers, | 
and to his love for reading. He had access to a val- | 
uable library belonging to his master ; and often, | 
while bis fellow apprentices were spending their lei- | 
sure in seenes of dissipation, he would be hid in the | 
grave yard, among the tombs, communing with a fa- 
vourite author. ‘Ibough well tasked by bis expert-| 
ness and diligence, he gained much time every day | 
for this his favourite pursuit. He used often, in later | 
years, to speak with gratitude of the kindness of the | 
venerable Dr. Pierce of Brookline, who kindly notic- | 
ed him and invited him to his house. His poetic | 
genius now began to develope itself, and he seemed | 
naturally to pour forth bis thoughts in rhyme. 
While his fellow-apprentices spent their Sabbaths in 


the pursuit of pleasure, he resolved to see how long 
he could go to church without missing a day ; and he 
continued four years without missing a single half 
day. The result was what might have been expect- 
ed; and it furnishes a solemn warning to young men. 
Of thirteen apprentices in the same shop, all but two 
have come to ruin. But God perserved for a high- 
er destiny, him whe paid ah outward respect to bis | 
ordinances, and remembered the pious counsels of a 
sainted father, and regarded the wishes of a praying, | 
though absent mother. | 
After his apprenticeship, he established bimself| 
with a partner in bis business in Philadelphia ; but 
was unsuccessful. Subsequenily be engaged in teach- | 
ing in that city; in which pursuit he was highly ac- | 
ceptable and very successful. He had a large and | 


flourishing school for six or seven years, and was) 
greatly beloved, both by parents and pupils. In this | 
pursuit he continued till the establishment of the | 
public school system broke up the private schools.

The number of deaths by cholera reported by the 
Board of Health, in their daily bulletins, for the 
week ending on Saturday, was 274, being 210 less 
than the report of interments by the city inspector. 
The whole number of deaths by the disease, from its 
commencement up to this day inclusive, taking the 
city inspector’s reports for the whole time, with the 
exception of yesterday and to-day, was 1639. In 
1832 up to the same period of the epidemic, the deaths 
were 2999. For 1834 we have no means of compar- 
ison, the reports of the Board of Health having been 
discontinued previous to the corresponding period. 

As usual on Monday, the report of the Board of 
Health is rather formidable on its face, showing 158 
cases and 55 deaths. In the first place, it doubtless 
contains a number of cases and deaths in private
